A  new  era  started  at  Queen's  in  October  with  the  installation  of 
Dr  Macintosh  as  our  new  principal.  We  wish  him  well  as  he  guides 
this  institution  through  the  days  ahead.  We  said  our  farewell  to  Dr.  Wallace  in  November,  and  are  very  glad  that 
he  has  settled  in  Kingston  and  will  remain  a  familiar  figure  on  the  campus. 

In  answer  to  a  need  on  the  campus,  The  Athletic  Board  of  Control  Inquiry  Committee  was  set  up  late  in 
December  A  complete  examination  was  made  into  the  athletic  administration  here  and  at  other  colleges,  in  an 
attempt  to  find  a  satisfactory  arrangement  for  Queen's.  The  new  constitution  now  awaits  student  approval.  We 
of  this  executive  will  wait  and  watch  attentively  to  see  the  results  of  the  new  arrangement  as  it  is  worked  out. 

And  so  the  year  continued,  the  Aquacade  and  the  "Bronze  Baby",  the  boxing  and  skiing  championships,  Mon- 
seigneur  Vandre  as  the  Alma  Mater  Society  lecturer,  the  Messiah,  the  Torchbearers,  the  Quarry.  And  now  it  draws 
to  a  close. 

At  Queen's  we  realize  how  extremely  fortunate  we  are  to 
have  the  student  self-government  that  is  ours.  It  shows  the 
strength  of  the  student  body,  and  the  ability  of  sudents  to  make 
their  own  decisions.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  any  movement  to  re¬ 
linquish  any  of  these  rights  of  self-government  will  be  checked 
early  in  its  development,  and  that  Queen's  Alma  Mater  Society 
will  remain  a  true  and  honest  expression  of  student  opinion. 

No  president  could  have  received  more  complete  and  honest 
support  from  her  executive  than  have  I.  We  are  all  especially 
indebted  to  Herb  Hamilton  for  his  guidance  and  invaluable  assis- 
ance. 

To  all  who  have  given  willing  assistance  to  the  executive 
and  its  work  this  year,  may  I  say  simply  and  sincerely.

HISTORY  OF  THEOLOGY 

The  Synod  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  of  Canada  in  1840  sought  and  obtained  an  Act  of  the 
Legislature  of  Upper  Canada  to  institute  a  "Presbyterian  University  at  Kingston  in  order  to  secure 
a  theological  training  for  those  having  the  Presbyterian  ministry  in  view".  This  Act  was  disallowed 
to  make  way  for  a  Charter  granted  by  Royal  Letters  Patent  on  16th  of  October,  1841  "for  the 
education  and  instruction  of  youth  in  the  Arts  and  Faculties".  It  provided  that  "the  first  Principal 
of  the  said  University  who  is  also  to  be  Primarius  Professor  of  Divinity,  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
Committee  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Church  of  Scotland"  Rev.  Thomas  Liddell,  D.D.,  opened, 
the  first  session  on  March  7th,  1842,  with  eleven  students. 

By  an  act  which  received  Royal  assent  on  April  1st,  1912,  the  Faculty  of  Theology  ceased  to 
be  an  organic  part  of  the  University  By  this  Act  "Queen's  Theological  College"  was  born.  The 
College  is  affiliated  to  the  University  and  controlled  entirely  by  the  United  Church  of  Canada.  The 
General  Council  appoints  the  board  of  Management  and  the  Board  appoints  the  teaching  staff, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Council 

The  teaching  staff  consists  of: 

Principal  Rev.  H.  A.  Kent,  E.D.,  M.A.,  D.D.,  LL.D.,  F.R.S.A.,  F.A.C.S.,  Professor  of  Hebrew  and  Old 
Testament  Criticism. 

Rev.  J.  M  Shaw,  M.A.,  D.D.,  Professor  of  Systematic  Theology  and  Philosophy  of  Religion. 

Rev.  S  M.  Cilmour,  B.D.,  Ph  D.,  D.D.,  Professor  of  New  Testament  Literature  and  Criticism. 

Rev,  W  E.  L  Smith,  M.C  ,  M.A.,  Ph  D  Professor  of  Church  History  and  Practical  Theology. 

Rev.  C  E  J.  Cragg,  M.D.,  D.D.,  Lecturer  in  Public  Speaking, 

Rev.  W.  F  Bannister,  O.B.E.,  B.D.,  Lecturer  in  Practical  Theology. 

During  the  110  years  since  its  foundation,  the  Faculty  of  Theology  has  trained  in  whole  or  in 

part  672  candidates  for  the  Christian  ministry  and  has  exercised  a  far  reaching  influence  on  the  life 
of  the  Dominion.  It  is  still  in  close  touch  with  the  University  and  most  of  its  students  receive  their 
preparatory  training  there. 

The  aim  of  the  College,  both  in  its  courses  and  its  affiliations,  is  to  maintain  a  high-quality  of 
ministerial  training  and  to  meet  the  growing  demands  made  on  it  by  Church  and  Country.

Jake  Edward's  Intermediate  Comets  brought  Queen's  its  first  football  title  in  years  when  they  won  the 
Ottawc-St  Lawrence  Conference  Championship.  The  small,  well -conditioned  Comets  lost  only  one 
game  all  fall,  a  post-season  challenge  game  against  University  of  Toronto  Intermediates. 

Big  opposition  for  the  Comets  in  the  Ottawa -St. Lawrence  loop  were  R.M.C.,  Ottawa  U  ,  and  McGiil. 
In  the  first  game  of  the  season,  Queen's  just  squeezed  by  a  R.M  C.  squad  by  a  score  of  9-6.  It  was  the 
only  loss  the  soldiers  suffered  all  year,  and  Jake's  boys  were  lucky  to  win. 

Next  to  R.M.C.,  Ottawa  U.  provided  the  sternest  opposition  for  the  Comets.  The  Comets  came  out 
on  top  17-7  in  a  bitter  contest  on  the  Ottawa  U.  field. 

During  the  two  previous  seasons,  Queen's  had  lost  only  two  league  games,  one  each  year  to  McGill. 
Edwards  and  his  boys  had  ample  revenge  this  year,  overpowering  the  Indians  27-1 1  at  Richardson  Stadium. 
This  victory  cinched  the  title  for  Queen's  as  the  Comets  other  two  league  games  were  against  the 
perennial  league  celler-dwellers,  MacDonald  College  and  St.  Pats.  St  Pats  lost  31-0  and  the  Mac  boys 
kept  pace  with  them  by  losing  30-0  to  the  rampaging  Comets. 

As  soon  as  Queen's  won  the  Ottawa-St  Lawrence  title,  they  challenged  Varsity,  winners  of  the 
Western  Ontario  Intermediate  loop.  Varsity  accepted  the  challenge  and  the  game  was  played  at  Richardson 
Stadium  on  a  snow-covered  field.  Both  teams  were  in  good  shape  and  played  very  hard  and  fast  from 
start  to  finish. 

On  the  ground  the  teams  were  very  eveny  matched. 

Queen's  took  an  early  lead  but  this  was  to  be  soon 
tied  up  by  Varsity  to  make  the  score  6-6.  Most  of  the 
game  was  played  with  the  score  tied  but  near  the  end 
of  the  game,  the  U.  of  T,  boys  took  to  the  air  and  showed 
an  impressive  passing  offensive.  They  managed  to  score 
another  touchdown  and  came  out  on  top  with  a  12-6 
victory. 

As  usual  coach  Jake  Edwards  relied  on  a  small  first 
team.  To  him  and  to  assistant  Al  Lenard  must  go  much 
of  the  credit  for  the  Comets'  success  this  season.  May 
they  have  many  more  such  successful  seasons.

The  Queen's  senior  basketball  team  finished  the  1951-52  intercollegiate  season  in  fourth  spot  behind

THE  REVEREND  DR.  H.  A.  KENT 


Reverend  Harry  Arnold  Kent,  E.D.,  M.A.,  D.D.,  LL.D.,  F.R.S.A.,  F.A.G.S.,  Principal 
of  Queen's  Theological  College  has  had  an  interesting  and  varied  career.  He  was 
born  in  Truro,  Nova  Scotia,  on  May  the  12th,  1880.  He  received  his  education  at 
Dalhousie  University  and  at  the  Presbyterian  College,  Halifax.  Dr.  Kent  continued 
his  post-graduate  studies  in  theology  at  Marburg  and  Berlin,  Germany.  When  he 
returned  to  Canada,  he  was  appointed  Lecturer  in  Old  Testament,  in  Presbyterian 
College,  Halifax,  in  1908.  He  was  appointed  professor  in  1910  and  Dean  in  1914. 
In  1926  he  was  appointed  Principal  of  Queen's  Theological  College  and  Professor 
of  Semitic  Languages  and  Old  Testament  Criticism.  His  academic  distinction  include 
fellowships  in  the  Royal  Society  of  Arts  and  the  American  Geographical  Society. 

Since  1926  Principal  Kent  has  faithfully  served  Queen's.  We  will  miss  him 
after  his  retirement  this  year  but  he  will  be  long  remembered.

QUEEN'S  UNIVERSITY  NAVAL  TRAINING  DIVISION,  1951-52 

For  the  fifth  year  at  H.M  C.S.  "Cataraqui",  the  Queen's  U.N.T.D.  continued  its  winter  training.  In 
September,  the  second  and  third  year  cadets  returned  from  both  the  east  and  west  coasts  of  Canada  and  cruises 
at  sea  which  had  carried  them  to  ports  stretched  from  England  to  Honolulu.  Together  with  twenty-three  new 
entries  from  this  year's  freshman  class,  these  student- sailors  formed  a  group  of  fifty-nine  naval  cadets  drawn 
from  almost  every  faculty  and  year  on  the  campus. 

The  winter  training  consisted  of  parades  held  every  Wednesday  night  and  included  instruction  in  the 
arts  of  navigation,  seamanship,  communications,  and  of  course  the  ever  present  "parade  training".  Interspersed 
with  this  routine  training  were  special  lectures  on  such  subjects  as  "Canada's  Foreign  Policy",  "The  Atomic 
Bomb",  "Naval  Logistics"  and  "Canada  and  the  United  Nations",  and  together  with  visits  from  staff  officers 
from  Ottawa  and  Halifax  it  made  a  well  rounded  and  interesting  course  of  instruction.

QUEEN'S  R.C.A.  F.  (RESERVE)  UNIVERSITY  FLIGHT 

The  Royal  Canadian  Air  Force  (Primary  Reserve)  University  Squadron  was  formed  in  the  fall  of  1949 
and  in  1952  has  reached  its  full  strength  of  three  flights. 

The  squadron  is  commanded  by  Squadron  Leader  j  E.  Wright,  and  he  is  assisted  by  one  officer 

and  one  airman  of  the  R.C.A. F.  (Regular). 

Students  enrolled  in  the  first  year  complete  an  Indoctrination  Course  and  then  proceed  to  their  air¬ 
crew,  technical,  or  non-technical  school  for  initial  training  In  their  second  year  training  is  continued  and 
commissions  are  granted  at  the  end  of  this  term.  The  third  summer  finds  the  Squadron  members  employed 
in  the  R.C.A.F  as  qualified  officers  in  their  respective  branches.  Several  Pilot  Officers  are  sent  overseas 
in  the  third  year. 

In  three  years  Queen's  University  Squadron  has  grown  from  a  humble  beginning  to  a  strong  and 
vigorous  squadron  and  one  that  is  second  to  none  in  the  University  Reserve  Training  Plan.

Robertson,  Leader  of  the  Senate,  and  Donald  Fleming,  M.P.,  of  the  Federal  House.

QUEEN'S  OPEN  HOUSE 

Again  this  year  Queen's  threw  open  its  doors  to  the  people  of  Kingston  and  District  for  its  third  annual 
Open  House.  An  estimated  five  thousand  people  visited  the  Open  House,  which  is  entirely  a  student  project, 
planned  and  carried  through  by  the  students  with  the  whole-hearted  support  of  the  University  staff  and 
executive. 

As  it  was  a  University-wide  endeavour,  all  faculties  forgot  their  rivalries,  banded  together  in  an 
effort  to  present  a  detailed  picture  of  the  college  in  action.  The  Engineering  Faculty's  display  and  experi¬ 
ments  ranged  from  the  spectacular  in  the  Physics  building,  to  the  fantastic  in  the  Hydraulics  Lab, 
where  water  actually  flowed  uphill.  The  Medsmen,  on  the  other  hand,  tended  to  be  more  practical  with 
interesting  exhibits  in  Pharmacology,  radiology  and  bacteriology.  The  Artsmen  presented  something  new 
in  the  Psychology  Building  where  numerous,  unsuspecting  persons  were  chosen  from  among  the  spectators 
to  perform  tests,  to  the  amusement  of  the  remaining  onlookers.  Levana  provided  the  most  interesting  tour 
to  many,  however,  when  it  threw  open  the  doors  of  Ban  Righ  and  Baker  House  to  the  public  —  even  men. 
They  also  provided  invaluable  service  by  providing  a  baby  sitting  service,  whereby  parents  with  young 
children  might  feel  free  to  tour  the  campus  without  their  offspring  at  their  heels. 

One  of  the  most  valuable  services  that  Open  Eiouse  provided  this  year  was  an  opportunity  for  senior 
high  school  students  from  the  district  to  view  Queen's  in  action  and  therefore  examine  for  themselves  life  at 
a  University. 

That  this  year's  Open  House  was  a  success  is  clearly  an  underestimation,  but  the  concern  is  not  for 
the  past  but  for  the  future,  and  an  effort  must  be  made  to  see  that  Queen's  University  Open  House  is 
maintained  as  an  annual  project  on  the  campus,  in  order  that  people  from  the  vicinity  as  well  as  future 
Queen's  men  may  become  acquainted  with  the  University,  its  surroundings,  its  work,  and  its  play.
